HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 

THE Queen, accompanied by Prince Albert, Prince Ernest, and 
suite, arrived bere soon after the commencement of the Opera, on 
Saturday evening, much to the delght of many who eagerly 
awaited the coming of Her Majesty and illustrious consort ; a res= 
pectful silence was, however, observed throughout the perform- 
ance, which seemed to impart much gratification to the Royal 
visitants, The favorite cantatrice, Persiani, made her first ap- 
pearance this season in La Sonnambula. The part she assumed 
last night may perbaps be considered her best attempt, and she 
certainly rendered full justice toit. The applause on ber appear- 
ance was vebement. The Count was played by F. Lablache, and 
although many had anticipated Colletti would have been cast for 
this part, and seemed at the onset to regret the change, the result 
could not have been otherwise than satisfactory to all. Lablache 
gave the air, ‘“‘ Vi reviso,” beautifully. We never beard him to 
greater advantsge. The new tenor, Ricciardi, took Elvéno, and 
exerted himself greatly to give that satisfaction which there seems 
to have been such a spirit in many quarters to deny him. He is 
an inoffensive singer, and though not quite a Rubini, is infinitely 
better than Tati. Her Majesty aad Prioce Albert qnitted the The- 
atre at the close of the Opera, between the two acts of which F. 
Elsler introduced an entirely new pas seul, which drew forth 
tremendous applause from all parts of the house, and in the Ballet, 
which was The Gipsy, this beautious and elegent danseuse, re- 
ceived the same booors as were decreed her on former evenings.

- Afterwards visit the Egyptian Hall, Piccadilly, toviewCatlin’s North American 
Indian Gallery,—containing 500 Peintings, made by his own hand, during seven 
years’ travel amongst the Wildest Tribes of Indians in North America ; and also 
an immense Collection of Inaian Curiosities, Dresses, Weapons. &c. ; and a 
Crow Wigwam, 25 feet high—a magnificent specimen from the Rocky Mountains.
